TEHRAN, Iran, Oct. 6—(AP)— 
wo hundred persons were killed 
and thousands were injured by an 
earthquake last midnight, a dis- 
patch from Meshed said today. 

Damage was reported great, The 
dispatch said parts of the famous 
Meshed Mosque called Gowhar- 


shad collapsed. 

Meshed is the capital of Khorsan 
Province in eastern Iran, 

A walled and holy city, Meshed 
lies on a fertile plain about 100 
miles northeast of Tehran. It con- 
tains the superb mauseoleum of 
the Imam Riza, which is visited 
annually by about 100,000 pilgrims. 
Commercially, it is an important 
segional trade centre,

Margarine Ban 
Under Attack 


OTTAWA, Oct, 6—(CP)—Sena- 
tor Salter A. Hayden told the su- 
preme court of Canada today that 
parliament itself has given the 
“strongest evidence” that it no 
longer believes that margarine is 
injurious to health, 

This evidence, he said, in opening 
an attack on the validity of the 
margarine ban, was given when 
parliament permitted the manufact- 
ure, importation and sale of the but 
ter substitute following the First 
World War. 

“If there is one time when it 
could be said that the health of the 
citizens was paramount,” he said, 
“I would think that would be in war- 
time.” 

He said this suspension of the 
ban some 20 years ago nullified the 


leffect of the preamble to the origi- 


nal prohibition legislation, which 
was adopted in 1886 and said mar- 
garine was “injurious to health.” 
Senator Hayden was attacking the 
validity of legislation which pro- 
hibits the manufacture, importation 
and sale of margarine in Canada.

Canada, 

The writs ordered the men, all 
prominent members of the provia- 
cial Labor Progressive Party, . to 
keep their hands off all files, funds 
and property of the B.C, district 
of the IWA.

Production was about one-third 
greater, except in the case of 
Douglas fir, which had declined.

Soviet Russia’s Aim To 
Sovietize All Germany . 


In dealing with modern dicta. 
tors it is well to assume that 
their major statements of policy 
represent their views, Although 
all of them use the lie, they also 
tell the truth in their more de- 
liberate utter- 
ances. The great- 
est modern trag 
edy arose from 
believing that 
Hitler did not 
mean what he 
said. Actually, 
he wrote down 
his whole pro- 
gram in Mein 
Kampf — which 
Nevile Cham- 
berlain later confessed he had 
never read. 

This column doubts the politi 
cal usefulness of trying to ascet 
tain Soviet and international Com- 
mumist tactics from personal 
hearings such as those conducted 
by the committee on un-American 
activities. This is not the way to 
analyze major developments. The 
Soviet-Communist program has 
been spelled out in exact detail 
in successive international con- 
gresses, and from day to day a 
thorough study of Communist 
publications would reveal more 
than cross questionings of ex- 
Communists and suspects

Germany 

Late in the war this 
predicted that the Russians would 


couumna 


be the first to re-arm Germany, 
simply because in a_ carefully 
worded and deliberate “order of 
the day” statement, Stalin had 


said 50. 

Deriding the idea that Germany 
could dissolve the Russian state 
and army, Stalin said he had no 


such intentions toward Germany* 


“There will always be a German 
state, but the Hitlerite state must 
go. There will always be a Ger- 
man army, but the Hitlerite army 
will be destroyed.” He 
lined the latter by saying it 
would not be wise vr desirable 
permanently to disarm Germany. 

Mednwhile the free German 
committee had been set up in 
Moscow in which high German 
officers played the greatest role 
~Von Einsiedel, Von Seydlitz and 
later Von Paulus. These broad- 
cast to German troops recom- 
mending a return to Bismarck’s 
(and Haushofer’s) pro-Russian 
policy as a necessity for German 
power, 

The role played by these offi- 
cers in Moscow disconcerted the 
western allies. President Roose. 
velt told me he had raised the 
question with Stalin who waived 
it off as “just propaganda to 
break down German morale.” 
But it is apparent this statement 
was the propaganda designed to 
quiet the apprehensions of Roose- 
velt and Churchill, 

To destroy the Hitlerite state 
and create a German Soviet state; 
to replace the Hitler army with a 
German Red army allied with the 
Soviets and their satellites is 
Soviet policy, It accounts for 
Soviet insistence on the division 
of Germany; the sabotaging of 
four-power control; the rejection 
of Mr. Byrne's proposai for a 50 


under- 


year pact for German disarma- 
ment; the absence from among 
the accused at the Nuremberg 


trials of generals who led the war 
in the east; the Soviet determina- 
tion to drive us from Berlin and 
the recent crack-down on nation- 
alist tendencies among the Soviet 
satellites, 


Rupture 
With Tito 

The break with Tito was oe- 
casioned by Tito’s unwillingness 
to sacrifice Trieste to aid the 
Italian Communists in the last 
election, The Soviets wanted 
Italy at Tito’s cost. And the 
purges of nationalists in the Po- 
lish and Czech governments are 
for similar reasons, These coun- 
tries must be prepared to make 
territorial sacrifices for the politi- 
cal conquest of Germany. 

Edward R. Morrow has report- 
ed from Berlin that the Soviet 
military administration is setting 
up a German Communist govern- 
ment in Leipzig and that this gov- 
ernment will have a militia of 
100,000 men—the nucleus of a 
German “people's army.” This 
flagrant breach of the Potsdam 
agreement is completely in con- 
formity with Soviet policy else- 
where, for instance, in Korea, 
where the Soviets withdrew after 
creating a native militla of 150,- 
000, Now they demand that we 
also withdraw, leaving Southern 
Korea to the mercies of an in- 
doctrinated striking force, not of 
Red Russians, but of Red Kor- 
eans, 

Similarly, the Rusians, once 
they have an army of 100,000 pro- 
Soviet Germans (as large as the 
force granted Germany by the 
Treaty of Versailles) will bid for 
German support by demanding 
the end of the military oceupa- 
ion, turning their zone over to 
armed Red Germans 

Secrétary Marshall's apprehen- 
sions are entirely justified. But 
meanwhile the Communist party 
line, supported by Henry Wallace, 
is that there is no crisis in Ger- 


many—it'’s all made up to divert 
American attention from high 
prices!

Mines Remain 
Open 


Editor, Bulletin —Now that the 
CCF has made the nationalization 
of our key industries the chief 
feature of its federal first-term 
program, the way that such a pro- 
gram works out in other coun- 
tries becomes of greater interest 
to us in Canada. 

The wide implication of the 
Socialist principles of a “planned 
economy” and “production for 
the public good and not for pri- 
vate profit” are well brought out 
in a recent decision of the Na- 
tional coal board, the body which 
governs’ Britain's nationalized 
coal industry. 

Nineteen uneconomic collieries 
in central Scotland are now being 
run at a loss to,keep the miners 
at work and to prevent fue! short- 
age in the community. Before 
these pits are finally closed down 
new towns will have been built in 
the vicinity of the new pits, ready 
for the miners and the businesses 
catering to them, to move into. 
About 100000 people will be 
transferred over a period of ten 
years, Under the previous system 
of private ownership these pits 
would have been closed down 
whenever they ceased to make a 
profit, without consideration of 
the tragic consequences of unem- 
ployment to the miner, his family, 
and others dependent on him as a 
purchaser. 

What a terrible tragedy this is, 
is pictured in Helen Wilkinson's 
“The Town That Was Murdered.” 


It tells the story of Jarrow, which 
was left derelict when its basic 
shipbuilding industry, consulting 
its own interests, moved away to 
the Thames to combine more 
profitably with another firm. 

Since Britain took over its 
mines, part of the loss shown in 
the first year's operation included 
$160 million due to higher wages 
and improvement of working 
conditions. The miner is now one 
of the highest-paid workers in the 
country—and rightly so. All this 
serves, in part, to explain the 
CCF slogan: “People Before Prof- 
its.”

This shifting of markets from 
the west to the east may be con- 
siderably accelerated yet by a 
senseless race between prices and 
wages. 

Whether private initiative will 
be strong enough though to ad- 
just the matter, I dare not say, 
but when the strong arm of the 
government had to come to our 
rescue in the dairy industry on 
the coast, it should be clear in a 
case Of an international scope 
government aid will be Andispen- 
sable, 

Thus when delegates of Ameri- 
ean unions’ with dictatorial 
powers in their pocket try to 
cross the border, Ottawa is not 
only justified, but no less duty- 
bound to protect Canadian citi- 
zens against dictatorship by refus- 
ing entry to such union officials 

On the other hand, as long as 
the unsettled state of affairs in 
Europe is going to last, price con- 


trol of vital commodities is of 
utmost importance.

Drew to Call Cabinet 
Meeting on Successor 


SEIGNIORY CLUB, Que., Oct. 6.—(CP)—Premier 
George Drew of Ontario said last night he will call a meet- 
ing of cabinet in Toronto within the next day or two to dis- 
cuss his resignation from the Ontario government and the 
procedure for the selection of his successor, 


In an interview with The Can- 
adian Press he said he could make 
no comment in the meantime re- 
garding announcement by Ontario 
Attorney-General Leslie E. Black- 
well that he will stand for the 
leadership of the provincial Pro- 
gressive Conservative party when 
a convention is called to name Mr. 
Drew’s successor.
